— The increased attention paid 
of late years to the music of the Church has necessarily 
led to inquiry into the best mode of reviving the use of metri- 
cal Hymns ; and where the Prayer Book Psalter, pointed by 
authority, is sung (as it always should be), the ordinary metrical 
versions of the Psalms are no longer found to satisfy either the 
religious wants or the musical tastes of Christians.
